NOTE ON THE BUDGET FOR 1902—1903. 

The estimnted ordinary reyenue of the current fiscal year shows nn increase of over 24,362,000 yen as compared 
with the actual reseipts of 1901—02. This increase is partly the result of the increased rate of tax on sak^, a new 
tax on beer, (which in the above table is inclnded in the tax on sake), a new excise for sugar, and some changes 
in customs tariff introdncetl since October last. 

The decrease of extraordinary revenne by over 9,075,000 yen is dno to the suspension of the issue of new 
loans for the current fiscal year» the decrease of income by the transfer from the Chinese indemnity fund on 
account of the diminution of new works to be carried out by means of that fund, and the falling off of temporary 
loans, to which recourse has been ti\ken during the Boxers' affairs. On the other hand, the new Chinese 
indemnity loans, of whioh 47,000,000 yen belong to the treasury, are to be sold to the Government Deposit 
Section for 70% of par value, and 30,000,000 yen to be obtained by it, are included in the extraordinary 
revenue of the current fiscal year. Still the total amount of extraordinary revenue shows the decrease of the sum 
above mentioned. 

The increase of ordinary expenditure by over 17,000,000 yen is caused by the proposed redemption of a 
greater amount of publio loans, the increase of expenses for various schools, for means of communication, etc. 

The extraordinary expenditure includes the yearly amount of the expenses lor various new works such as the 
establishment of a new medical college in Kiushu, two higher technical schools, a new steel foundery for nava] 
purpose, for the improvement of railways in Yokohama and Kobe, the extension of various schools, etc. These 
works will cost 15,400,000 yen in all, and be carried out for the most part in 3—5 years. Out of this total sum 
3,400,000 yen are assigned to the current fiscal year. Besides a sum of 20,400,000 yen transferred temporarily 
from the men-of-war and torpedo boats replenishing fund on account of the Boxers' affairs is to be reinstalled, 
and an extraordinary redemption of loans to the amount of 7,000,000 yen will be mode in course of the current 
fiscal year. The fact that in spite of these important increases it shows still a decrease of over 2,0(!0,000 yen in 
the total amount, is mainly duo to the diminution of the so-called post-bellum undertakings to be executed and 
the restoration of peace in. North China.

TAXES. 

See note on taxes, pages 16-24. 

STAMP EECEIPTS. 

Besides the taxes, fees, etc., enumerated in the table V, all revenue realized through the means of stamps is 
piven under one heading of " Stamp Beoeipts." The taxes and fees belonging to this categoi^ haye greatly 
increased, the present number of their kinds reaching fourscore or more. The chief items among them are as 
follows :— 

Registration fees stamps for pntent medicines and legal documents, licence fee on hunting, ciyil law suit 
stamps, examination fees, charges and dues levied according to the customs law and other regulations accompanied 
therewith, etc. 

INTEREST ON DEPOSITS TRANSFERRED. 

The men-of-war and torpedo-boats replenishing fund, natural calamities reUef fund, education fund, postal 
savings deposits, ordinary deposits, money in custody, money in trust, etc. are set apart under special comptabilit^ 
and entrusted to the Deposit Section, a special institution established for the administration of such money. The 
actual management of the capital, however, is undertaken by the Bank of Japan under the control of the 
Government and the profits thus obtained are devoted to the payment of interest thereon, the surplus if any, after 
the paytmont of interest, being kept as a reserve fund for the future payment of interest. Each year the interest 
to be paid out is transferred from the special oomptabilite to the general comptabilit^ as part of general revenue, 
and then again disbursed from the same as part of general expenditure. The amounts given in this table 
represent the amounts of interest thus transferred to the general oomptabilite. 

FUND TRANSFERRED FOR THE REDEMPTION OF FORMOSAN PUBLIC WORKS LOAN. 

As explained in pages 35-36, the Formosan public workti loans are is«)ued from time to time to meet the 
expenses of various enterprises undertaken by the Formosan Government, lliese loans are to be redeemed out of 
the revenue of the Formosan administration for which a special comptabilite is established. Thus the annual 
amount to be redeemed is transferred from this special comptabilite to the general comptabilite of the central 
government. 

EDUCATION FUND TRANSFERRED. 

According to Law No. 53, 1899 establishing 8i)ecial comptabilite for the Education Fund, a sum of 10,000,000 
yen was set apart out of the Chinese indemnity as education fund, and out of the interest accruing from this fund, 
certain expences for national education is to bo defrayed, the fund itself being preserved forever. 

The sum annually expanded in this sense is estimated in th3 budget of general comptabilite, and is 
represented in this table under the heading of *' Education Fund transferred." 

INCONVERTIBLE PAPER MONEY ISSUED. 

As explained in a note on mitionid bnks. Part IV. the inconvertible paper money was issued in order to meet 
the financial emergency, in the first years of the Meiji era. As the amount of such paper money may be regarded 
as a part of the State revenues at the time of issue, their figures are given in this table. 
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PROCEEDS FROM LOANS AND MONEY BORROWED. 

Among the proceeds of various loans and money borrowed which are enumerated in the table Yin, only that 
part which is transferred to the reyenuea pertaining to the general comptabilito are given in this table ; the 
remaining part is dispensed with under special comptabilites and is not accounted here. 



CHINESE INDEMNITY TRANSFERRED. 

The war indemnity and the indemnity for the retrocession of Liao-tung Peninsula received from China as the 
result of the war of 1894—05 were placed under a special comptabilite, according to Law No. 6, 1896, and out of the 
fund thus obtained, after making up all the deficit caused by the war expenses and setting aside a part as various 
special funds, a large port of remaining portion was devoted to the expenses for the military and naval expansion 
and other extraordinary expenses, which belong to the general comptabilite. That part of indemnity thus 
transferred to the general comptabilite are placed in this table under this heading of " Chinese Indemnity 
transferred." 



FORESTRY FUND. 

By Law No. 86, 1839 a si>ocial comptabilite was established for forestry fund, which is to be formed by the 
proceeds from the sale of such portions of the state forests and fields as are not worth preserving as state properties, 
in consideration of the general management of the state forests and fieUls. The fund is to be expended for the 
general renovation of the state forestry and the purchase of private forests, the situation of which is fitted to form 
part of the state forests. 

LOCAL CONTRIBUTIONS TO EXPENSES INCURRED BY THE STATE FOR THE BENEFIT OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTS. 

According to Law No. 71, 1896 for the administration of river, Law No. 37, 1897 concerning local works under 
state aid, and Imperial Ordinance No. 184, 189S for the execution of the latter law, works pertaining to local 
governments are executed in some cases directly by the central government, and in such coses the expenses 
incurred for them or part of them are subsequently paid back by the local governments to the state treasury. The 
sum of money thus paid back forming a special item of the general revenue of the state, is given in this table 
under this heading.

LAND TAX. 



In 1873, OrdiDonce of " DajoliAQ " No. 272 was promulgated to substitute the former system of collecting land 
tax in groin, according to the area of rise-fields and farm?, by a system of collecting the tax in cash, according to the 
value of land, and for this purpose an elaborate general assessment of the Taluo of land of the whole country was 
commenced in 1873, and was completed in 1882. As, however, the conditions of land wore constantly changing, 
repeated readjustments were mode since 1882, by comparing tbo actual conditions of land, with the official registers 
of land. 

The rate of land tax was at first fixed at 3 per cent, of the assessed value of land, and in 1877 reduced to 
2J per cent., but subsequently, owing to the financial necessity, the tiix was increased for five years from 1899 
to 1903 to the rate of 3.3 per cent, of the value of land on rice-fields, farms, building sites in Gun (districts) and 
Son (villages), hills and plains, and 2| per cent, on building sites in Shi (cities).

BUSINESS TAX. 

The business tax which was created in 1890, is generally iiuposed on commerce and industry. As the 
commerce and industry had hitherto often been taken as the sources of local taxation, businesses of smaller scales 
are exempted from the new business tax and reserved for local taxation. For the purpose of taxation, all kinds of 
business are classified in nine categories, and for each of these classes different bases of assessment and different 
rates of tax are established, so as to maintain equality of burdens among different kinds of business. The bases 
of assessment and the rules for exemption are as follows : —

INCOME TAX. 

The incomo tux created in 1887 is to bo imposed on incomes above 300 yen in the annual amount, derived 
from the proi)erty, trade or business, and other sources. The changes which have been introduced in this tax since 
its creation, are summaiized in the following : —

In the c.ise of interest on public loan bonds and other securities issued from the Government or under the 
Ki)ecial x>ormission of the (rovernment, interest on money loaned or deposited not in the course of business, 
dividends derived from stocks and shares, salaries, siiecial allowances, annuities, pensions, and bonus ixiid to officers 
of companies, the whole amounts of receipts derived therefrom are directly taken as incomes, while in the case of 
those derived from other sources, necessary expenditures are reduced from the total receipts or total value of goods 
received. 

No income tax is levied on salaries of persons belonging to the Army or Navy while engaged in war, travelling 
expenses received from other persons public or private, i>ensions granted to wounded or invalids, allowances for 
support granted to widows and orphans, etc., and occassional incomes not derived from undertakings conducted 
for profit. 

In this old law, the tax was not imposed on the incomes of juridical persons.

For incomes under Class I. the total losses for each business year, the balance carried over from the previous 

business year, and the amount reserved to meet liability for insurance are reduced from the total profits of each 

business year. 

For the income of a juridical person coming under No. 3 only those proHts and losses as accrue from the property 

or trade or business situated or carried on in places within the Empire are circulated. 

For incomes under Class II. the payment due is taken. 

For incomes under Class HE. the estimated annual sum remaining over after reducing necessary expenditures from 

total receipts is taken, but in the following cases, the total estimated annual amounts of receipts are taken as 

incomes : — 

(a) Interest on public loan bonds and companies' debentures, which is not paid in places where this law is in force. 

lb) Interest on money loaned or deposited not in the course of business. 

(c) Dividends received from juridical persons upon whom no income tax is levied under this law, salaries, 
wages, s];)eoial allowances, bonus i>aid to oflicers of companies, annual allowances, annuities and pensions. 

Incomes derived from agricultural land are calculated upon the average of the incomes for the throe 
preceding years. 

No income tax is levied on the following incomes :— 

(a) Salaries of persons belonging to tho Army or Navy while engaged in war. 

(b) Pensions to wounded or invalids. 

(c) Money received for travelling expenses or educational expenses and legal allowances granted to widows and 
orphans, etc. 

(d) Income of juricUcal i^ersons, the object of which is not to make a profit out of their business. 

(e) Occasional incomes not derived from undertakings conducted for profit. 
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(f) Incomes realizod from property, or from a trndc, bnBincss or profosRion in a foreign country^ or in places 
where this law is not in force, except the income of a jnridical person having its hoail oflice in ii place where this 
law is in force. 

(g) Dividenils receivable from a juiiiUcal j^rson, njwn whom income tax is imposed under this law.

CUST(>MS DUTIES. 

The original customs taritf was established in 1858 when the first treaties of commerce were concludetl with 
five countries, i. e. Great Britain, the ITnited Sfatcs of America, France, Russia and Holland. In 18riG, new taritf 
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conventions were conchuled. The now rates of duty showed a considerable decrease in comparison with the old 
rates. This new tariff was in force for nioi-e than 30 years np to 1899 when the autonomy of tariff regulation 
was obtained in consequence of the revision of the treaties, and a now cnstouis tariff law was enacted and pnt 
into, force in 1899, by which the customs duties were wholly change<l. 



TAXES ON THE ISSUE OF CONVERTIBLE BANK NOTES. 

Since 1899, the issue of the bank notes against the security reserve within the limit prescrived by the law 
is subjected to a tax of 12.5/1,(00 per annum of the monthly average amount of issue re<lucling that part of it 
advance<l to the Government, or others without interest or with interest below 3 Jg^ per annum, under the special 
order of the Government. For the tax on the issue beyond the legal limit, see note on the Bank of Jajmn, 
Part IV.

Introduce<l in 1888. Okinawa i^rcfecture, a gi'oup of small islands at the southern end of the main is'and of 
Japan, is entirely exempted from the operation of the sakr tax law, but if sake manufactured in these islands is 
exjwrted, it is subjected to a tax abotit equal to the ordinary sakf^ tax, in order to prevent undue comi^tition of it. 



FISHERY DUES IN HOKKAIDO. 

Owing to the existence of the old usage, the method of collection of the fishery dues in Hokkaido at firet varietl 
with the district, but in 1887, a uniform method of collection was adopted throughout Hokkaido, by which the 
annual amount of fishery dues to be collected from each fishery guild has been fixed at ^g^ of the total value of 
marine products and collected from the members of each guild according to the respective amounts of protluction. 
In 1897 the dues were transferred to local revenue of Hokkaido.

NOTE. 

THE FINANCE OF LOCAL SELF-GO VEBNMENT. 

The foundation of the local financial system was first laid by the promulgation of the l^ofectural Assembly 
government system by the promulgation of the Begulations for Cities (Shi), Towns (Cho), and Villoges (Son) in 
arrangement of local governments also underwent new regulations. According to the regulations now in force, 
properties, fees and other miscellaneous incomes.

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NOTE. 

PUBLIC LOANS. 

The Nine per cent. Sterling Foreign Loan. 

The Nine per cent. Sterling Foreign Loon Vfos raised in London for the purpose of supplying funds 
necessary for the construction of the first railway line in our country. This was the first loan issued publicly in 
our financial history. 

The Seven per cent. Sterling Foreign Loan. 

The Seven per cent. Sterling Foreign Loan was raised for obtaining necessary funds for the compensation of 
the feudal pensions of " Shizoka *' (gentry) and " Sotsu " (common soldier) who gave up their pensions. 

The New and Old Loons. 

The so-called New and Old Loans raised for executing financial refoms as were necessary after the Bestoratian 
of the Imperial Government, were the first Government public loans issued in our own country. 

Under the ancient regime of Shogunate there were two hundred and seventy-seven feudal lords in the Empire, 
each of whom reigned more or less independent from the central government with his own system of administra- 
tion. The irregularity was specially marked in matters of finance ; and when in June 1869, the old feudalism was 
entirely swept away and the whole country was brought under one uniform system of administration, the 
unification of a vast number of debts of various amounts and conditions incurred by the feudal lords was one 
of the most urgent measures to be undertaken by the new government. In 1873 the law relating to the conversion 
of the debts of the former fendi\l lords, and the New and Old Loon Act, by which the debts of the former clans 
were converted into the so-called Old and New loons and became now state liabilities. 

The distinction of the new and old loon? was based on the chronologicol order of the debts raised in each 
dan, those debts incurred between 1868 and 1872, being called "New Loon," for which the four per cent. New 
Loon Bonds were allotted, and those contracted between 1844 and 1867, being called ** Old Loon," for which the 
non-interest-beoring Loon Bonds were ollotted. Those debts which had been incurred prior to 1843 were wholly 
discarded. 

The Voluntarily Capitalized Pension Bonds. 

The Voluntarily Capitalized Pension Bonds were issued for the some purpose stated in the cose of Seven per cent. 
Sterling Foreign Loon. For furnishing funds to the "Shizoku" (gentry) and *' Sotsu" (common soldier) who 
surrendered their pensions, some portion of the funds was granted in cosh and the lest in public loan bonds, of 
which the former was supplied for the greater part out of the proceeds of the foreign loan above referred to, while 
the latter consisted entirely of the Voluntarily Capitalized Pension Bonds. 

The Begistered and Unregistered " Kinsatsu " Exchange Loan Bonds. 

It was a natural course of things that the great task of Kestorotion was accompanied with a growing financial 
distress, and led to the issue of an enormous amount of paper money which caused much confusion in our 
finance and commerce. To remedy this state of things, the Government promulgated in 1873 the *' Einsotsu " 
Exchange Loan Bond Act, with the object to withdraw paper money in circulation by allotting the bonds to 
holders of " Kinsatsu" (paper money, or literally gold notes) in exchange for the same on their application. In 
1883, the Government suspended the issue of the registered '* Kinsatsu " Exchange Loan Bonds, and instead of 
them a great amount of unregistered Bonds was issued between 1874 and 1876 for the same object. 
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The Pro lUita Pension Bonds for the former " Shinto " Priests. 

The Pro Rata PetiBion Bonds for the " Shinto " Priests wore issued for the purpose of granting Bcmds to 
"Shinto "priests who, being deprived of their profession in consequenc3 of the reforms of the institution of 
" Shintoism," which took pince in tbe early days of the Meiji era, found themselves without any means of 
livelihood. 

The Hereditary Pension Bonds. 

The Hereditary Pension Bonds were issued for the purpose of converting both the hereditary pensions and the 
pensions for merit, which had been given to the " Kwazoku ** (noble), **Shizoku " (gentry) and " Heimin " (common 
people) on account of their services rendered for the task of Restoration, into one public loan. The amonnt of 
these pensions wasi at that time equal to one-third of the total revenue of the Government and thus constituted 
the largest item of national expenditures. The Hereditary Pension Bonds were issued to the sum of more than 
170,000,0( yen, by far the greatest loan at that time. 

The Loan for Public Works. 

The Loan for Public Works was raised with a view to improve means of transportation, to encourage 
industries and agriculture and to facilitate the development of the national banks which had been newly 
established under the National Bank Act. 

The Nakosendo Railway Loan. 

Prior to the issue of this loan, several railwny lines of short lengths had already been constructed in the 
adjacent districts of Tokio, Kioto and Osaka, but there was as yet no railwoy connection between the two chief 
cities of the Empire, Tokio and Kioto. A great railway was now to be onstructed from Tokio to Kioto along the 
Nakasendo, with the proceeds of the Nakasendo railway loan. As, however, the work was found very difficult on 
account of the line running through mountanious regions, it was aftcrwaids decided to postpone its construction 
to subsequent years, and to employ the proceeds of this loan for the construction of the Tokaido railway running 
along the sea coast between the two cities. 

The Navy Loan. 

The Navy Loan was raised for the purpose of obtaining a fund necessary for the increase of our naval 
strength. In view of the importance of naval expansion, the Government decided about 18S3 upon a plan of 
appropriating 26,640,0001/671 toward that purpose in 8 years from 18S3 to 1891). In pursuance of this plan, 9,9()3, 
491 tye/i was expended before the end of the fiscal year 1885—86, and there remained still 16,730,000 yen to be 
expended during the remaining years. But incessant progress in civil and military affairs naturally involved 
growing calls npon the Treasury, and the ordinary national income did not suffice for such extraordinary outlay 
as was needed for the naval expansion. In 1886 it was accordingly decided to raise the navy loan to the amount 
of 17,0(X\000 yen in course of the next three years, and to apply its proceeds to the execution of the remaining 
part of the naval plan. 

The Consolidated Public Loan. 

The Consolidated Public Loan was raised for the purx)Ose of converting and consolidating various internal 
debts bearing interest of over 6 %. Such debts amounted at that time to 175,20O,(KK) yen out of the total amonnt 
of public loans outstanding of 241,020,000 yen. This loan is the largest of various national debts. 
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The Supplementary Riiilwny Loan. 

The proceeds from the Naki^sendo Railway Loan did not suffice to meet expenses for the important branch 
lines of the Tokaido Kailway. This supplementary loan was accordingly issued for the purpose of making up the 
deficiency. 

The Boil way Loan. 

To complete the railway system of our country, the Government decided to raise a loan of 3ri,nC(>,or() yen for 
the construction of new railway lines and another loan of 50,0()0,flO() yen for buying up important private railways. 
Bills for the railway loan and for buying up private railways were accordingly drawn uj) and presented to the 
Imperial Diet in 1892, where the two bills were amalgamated with some modifications and passed under the 
title of the bill for railway construction. According to this amended bill the lines to be constructed in 
future shall first be selected, and these selected lines be gradually built up within twelve years beginning 
with 1893, with the proceeds of loans to be issued from time to time within the same period to the maximum 
amount of 60,000,000 yen (afterwards increased to 73,150,000 yen). This plan has so far been carrieil out without 
disturbance and the state railway construction is now in steady progress. 

The War Loan. 

The War Loan was raised for the purpose of meeting expenses for the war with China 1894—95. In the special 
session of the Imperial Diet convoked at Hiroshima, the then headquarter of the Japanese army, in December 
1894, the Qovernment called upon the Diet to supply the estimated amount of 150,000,000 yen as special war 
expenditures, and at the same time, presented a bill for a public loan of 100,000,000 yen in order to meet the war 
expenses. The bill was unanimously passed by both houses, and became law in the same month. Meanwhile, 
the war with China was carried on with increasing strength, and when the 8th session of the Imperial Diet was 
opened, the House of Representatives specially adopted in February 1895 a resolution to the effect that it wonld 
be glad to approve further outlay of war expenses, no matter how great they might be. Accordingly the 
Oovemment presented again to the Imperial Diet the budget estimate of additional war expenditures for 100,000, 
OCO yen and the bill for another war loan of the corresponding sum. The bill being unanimously passed by both 
houses, it was at once promidgated as law. 

The Public Works Loan. 

The issue of this loan was decided upon in 1895 to meet the expenditures for important post-bellum 

undertakings. The following are the particular items of estimated expenditures which are to be paid from the 

proceeds of this loan :

Improvements of the Government railways 26,553,000 

Construction of railways in Hokkaido 1,178,330 

Establishment of the steel foundery 3,516,031 

Extension of the telephone service 12,802,102 

Introduction of the leaf-tobacco monopoly 12,213,550 

Military and naval expansion 77,458,907 

This loan is to be raised to the amount of 135,000,000 yen in face value. 

The Hokkaido Railway Loan. 
Although the expenses for the construction of one of the most important railways in Hokkaido were, as above 
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stated, already provided for by a portion of the public works loan, there were still many other lines to be 
constmctod to facilitate farther the exploitation ns well as to complete the defence system of Hokladdo, and the 
GoTemment was but waitiug for a proi)er opportunity to propose the construction of new railway lines in the 
island, when in the 9th session of the Imperial Diet (1893— 97) a bill for railway construction in Hokkaido was 
proposed by some members of the House of Peers, which passed both Houses and became law. According to this 
law a loan is to be gradually raised on and after the fiscal year 1897—98 to the amount of 33,000,000 yen, regard 
being to be paid to the degree of urgency of various lines on one hand and to the general financial conditions on 
the other. 

The three public loans above mentioned, the railway loan, public works loan and Hokkaido milway loan were 
to be issued in 1898—99 to the amount of 79,292,023 yen and in 1899—1900 to the amount of 20,936,851 yen, 
making a total sum of 100,258,879 for the two fiscal years. Finding, however, the internal money market at that 
time unfit for such groat financial operation, the Government decided to apply to the foreign market and in 
1899 a law relating to the issue of a foreign loan was promulgated, under which a foreign loan of 10,000,000 pounds 
sterling, equal to about 100,000,000 yen, was issued in London in the same year. 

The Formosan Public Works Loan. 

The Formosan Public Works Loan was created for the purpose of undertaking various works necessary for the 
development of the newly acquired territory. Among various enterprises of urgent need, the most important 
were the construction of the trunk line of railway passing through Formosa from north to Routh, the surveying 
and examination of lands, the building of prison office, the construction of harbours, the building of Government 
offices and official residences, <&o. The Formosan Public Works Loan Law was promulgated in 1899, by which a 
public loan of 35,000,000 yen is gradually to be issued by the Central Government and the proceeds thereof to be 
transmitted to the Formosan Administration. 

The Loan for the Suppression of the South- Western Bebellion. 

The Loan for the Suppression of the South- Western Bebellion was contracted with the 15th National Bank 
to defray the expenses incurred in suppressing the Rebellion which broke out in the South- Western part of the 
Empire in 1877. 

The Loan for the Redemption of Paper Money. 

In the early period of Meiji the Government suffered much from the evils of inconvertible paper money and 
since early days strenuous efforts were constantly made for its redemption and the improvement of the general 
financial conditions. In 1890, it was found, however, that the reserve fund kept in the Treasury for the exchange 
of paper money of 1-yen and upward was insufficient to meet the demand, the amount being only 10,C00,0C0 yen. 
To meet this emergency, the maximum amount of convertible bank notes issued by the Bank of Japan against 
securities was increased from 70,000,CCU yen to 85,0C0,(.C0 yen, of which sum 22,CC0,(:c:0 yen were advanced to the 
Government without interest. This sum added to the original reserve fund of 10,000,COO yen was employed for the 
completion of the redemption of paper money of 1-yen and upward. 

The Temporary Loan to cover the Expenses connected with the Formosan Public Works. 

According to the Formosan Public Works Loan Law, temporary loans of a term not exceeding three years 
may be contracted with the Bank of Formosa in order to meet the expenses for public works to be undertaken 
with the proceeds from the Formosan public works loan in such times as are not favourable for the issue of the 
said loan, and the money thus borrowed shall bo repaid to the Bank from the proceeds of the same public loan 
issued afterward. 
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The Temporary Loan to cover the Expenses connected with the North China Affairs. 



This loan was contracted with the Bank of Japan to meet the deficit of funds wanted for defraying the war 
and other extraordinary expenses incurred in connection with the North China Affairs of 1900, on the condition 
that the loan should be repaid to the Bank within two years. 



Besides those loans above enumerated, there is another kind of national debts raised by means of the issue 
of the treasury bill and the ordinary temporary, loan. The treasury bills may be issued in accordance with 
Imperial Ordinance No. 2i, 1834 to meet the temporary deficits of revenue occurring within a fiscal year, the 
maximum amount to be issued in one fiscal year being fixed beforehand with the consent of the Imperial Diet. 
The bill is unregistered, payable at a fixed date and bearing interest. In February last, the Treasury Bill 
Regulations were so amended as to allow the Government to issue the bill at a discount. 

The temporary loan above referred to may be contracted with the Bank of Japan at a moderate rate of interest 
for the same purpose with that of the treasury bill, when the circumstances are unfavourable for the issue of the 
latter, to the the extent not exceediog the fixed amount of the bills to be issued in a fiscal year, together with the 
treasury bUls outstanding. (Law No. 16,1894). 

These national debts being short loans for covering temporary deficits in the revenue of a fiscal year, are 
redeemable out of the revenue of the same year. In order to avoid confusion, loans of this kind are omitted in 
Table VHI. 



LOCAL LOANS. 

Prefectures, Districts, Cities, Towns, Villages and other public corporations may raise their own public loan 
for the repayment of their former loans outstanding, for meeting expenditures caused by unforseen calamities or 
other unavoidable circumstances, or for furthering permanent public interests of the respective localities. The 
raising of a loan as well as the methods of floating and redeeming the same, and the rate of interest thereon must 
be resolved upon by the local assemblies, and approved by the Ministers of Home Affairs and of Finance, but for 
a loan of Cities, Towns or Villages redeemable within a period of not more than three years, the approval of the 
Ministers is not required.

circulation came wholly to an end on December 31st, 1899, in consequence of the law promulgated in 1898 to that 
in 1896, but as both of them still outstanding were to be redeemed on presentation for fiye years after those dates, 
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NOTE. 

THE MONETABY SYSTEM. 

The coinage system in vogue at the time of Restoration (1868) was based on the old Bystem that hod first been 
efltablished in the 6th year of Keicho (1601). Since that time, for more than two hundred and sixty years, no 
change had ever been introduced in the system, but owing to growing financial distress, the Shogunate Government 
frequently resorted to recoinage as its relief measure, producing coins of lower weights and baser quality, and 
thereby profiting by the difference of the value of the old and new coins. The coinage system was thus 
practically destroyed through successive debasements, and was in a most deplorable condition at the end of the 
Shogunate period. 

Soon after the Restoration, the Imperial Government saw the necessity of reorganizing the existing system of 
coinage on a sound basis, and in 1871, the New Coinage Law wan promulgated, adopting the gold monometallic 
system. But at that time, the country standing in the midst of the silver countries of the East, it was found 
difficult to maintain the gold standard, and tho so-called trade dollar of one yen in silver specially issued for the 
use in foreign trade and circulated in the open ports only was now made the legal tender throughout the country, 
side by side with the gold coins. From this time the country no longer maintained in reality a gold standard, but a 
gold and silver bimetallic system, was ntroduced, out of which again emerged a de facto silver standard, gold being 
gradually withdrawn from circulation on acc^ount of its higher metallic value. It remained long in this condition, 
but the general movement of the world's monetary conditions and the growing intimacy of the commercial relation 
of Japan with gold standard countries, made the authorities soon feel that the advantages derived of the fall of 

• 

silver in respect of foreign trade are but temporary and ephemeral, and a gold standard ought sooner or later to be 
adopted, if Japan would maintain its financial and commercial position in the world's community. In 1895 a 
special commission was appointed to make inquiries respecting the questions connected with the coinage system 
of tho country. That commission after long and elaborate researches reported in favour of adopting a gold 
standard. But as there was no sufficient amount of gold reserve at hand for the establishment of a gold 
monometallism, a favourable opportunity was waited for, which was soon afforded by the receipt of the Chinese 
indemnity. Consequently in 1897 the Government promulgated the New Coinage Law (Law No. 11, 1879), and 
finally adopted the pure gold monometallism. 

Special regard being paid to the peculiar conditions of Formosa, where people are long accustomed to silver 
coins, and where moreover, the most intimate commercial relation with China prevails, so that the total withdrawal 
of silver coins may lead to the destruction of its long established trade relation, one-yen silver coins are allowed to 
ciioulate as tho principal coins within that island at a ratio to gold fixed by the authorities from time to time 
according to the market value.

The mining indtutxy, at present one of the most important industries in Japan, was in the first years of Meiji 
still in a Tery backward state. Tho OoTemment anxious to promote the industry, worked itself seyeral mines, 
introducing the most recent European technical method. But the Government's mining industry was in most 
cases a failure so far as financial aspect concerned, and in order to avoid further losses most of the Government's 
mines were nfter some years sold to private persons, under whose hand, however, they were soon brought to a 
flourishing condition, and thus ushered the general development of our mining industry. 

In 1890, the Mining Law was enacted, which is still in force. According to ibiA law special concession or 
permission of the Minister for Agriculture and Commerce is required for the mining enterprise or the exploration 
of mines. Of two or more applications for one and the same place, the preference is given to that of the earliest 
date. The period allowed for exploration is limited to one year (in special oases, prolongation within one year is 
permitted), for which term no other person may make application for the same kind of mineral in the same region. 
The extent of one mining sett must be more than 10,000 tsvbo (about 8.160 acres) in the case of coal mines, in 
other oases more thnn 3,0G0 tsuho (abgut 24.50 acres) and not exceed 60,000 tsuho (about 49.014 acres). For the 
sake of the administration of the mining industry the whole country is divided into five districts, each of which has 
a mining inspection office. Each miner is obliged to moke a mining programme every year, which after being 
examined and sanctioned by the director of the mining inspection office, must be strictly followed to. In case the 
miner failing to deliver the programme in proper time, the concession may be repealed. The same applies also, if 
the mining enterprise or the exploration is prejudicial to the public welfare, if the mining work is discontinued for 
ocne full year or not started before one full year from the date of concession, if the concession or the permission has 
been given by mistakes or been obtained by fraudulent means, or if the situation and formation of the mining sett 
is in discordance with the natural formation of the ore deposit in such a manner as is unfit for the full exploitation 
of the mine. In all these cases, however, application to the court of administrative litigation is allowed. The 
director of the mining inspection office is authorized, if he find some part of mining work injurious to the public 
welfare or dangerous, to order the temporary suspension of the mining work, or proper arrangements for the 
prevention of the injury or danger. Special facilities are given to the miner, that he may with the permission of 
the director of the mining inspection office, survey any part of the land belonging to other persons, without the 
consent of the owner, and that no one mfly reject his request to lease any land except railway, tramway, public 
road, river, lake, dike, park, building site, etc., if he want it for erecting refineries or other buildings, for 
constructing road, tramway, railway, etc. It may be added that, prior to 1900, Japanese subjects only were 
allowed to undertake miniog industry or become the partners or shareholders of a mining company, but according 
to the amendment introduced in the same year, any Japanese subject or an^ company organized in accordance 
with the Japanese Commercial Code, may undertake mining industry in Japan, so that foreigners may now 
take part in the mining industry in Japan as partners or shareholders of a mining company. 

In 1893 a special law for placer mining was enacted which contains, in the main articles of the same 
purport with those of the Mining Law.

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NOTE. 

NATIONAL BANKS. 

The urgent needs of the creation of financial institutions for the development of trade as well as a medium 
for redeeming Government paper money, which was issued to an amount out of the proportion to the 
demand of the market, were the causes which led to the establishment of national banks in the first period 
of Meiji. These banks were organized in the main after the pattern of the American national bank system, 
issuing bank notes convertible in specie. In November. 1872, the National Bank Regulations were 
promulgated by Imperial Decree No. 341). According to these regulations, the "Kinsatsu" Exchange Bonds* 
which were newly issued for the redemption of the Government paper money in circulation, were to be 
deposited by national banks as security for the same amount of bank notes issued, which, however, might 
not exceed GO per cent, of their capital. Besides they were obliged to keep specie reserve equal in value to 
40 per cent, of their capital for the redemption of the notes, so that two thirds of the notes issued were 
always covered by specie reseiTe. But the price of specie was steadily rising at that time, producing a 
considerable difference between specie and paper, and as soon as the bank notes were issued, so much 
demand for redemption was made on the banks, that these notes never obtained any extensive circulation 
in the market. It was natural that only a few national banks were established and these too were soon 
placed in a deplorable condition, so much so that the National Bank Regulations could not be upheld in its 
full operation, and the Government was soon induced to introduce some revisions in the Regulations. The 
amended Regulations were promulgated by Imperial Decree No. 106 of August, 187G, according to which the 
national banks were now allowed to place as security for the bank notes the new Hereditary Pension Bonds 
beside the "Einsatsu" Exchange Bonds, the former being issued in a large amount at that time so that the 
general depreciation of public bonds was very probable, unless some special measures were deviced to 
prevent it. The most important point of amendments is that the obligation of the oonvertion in specie was 
abolished, so that any kind of Government paper currency might now be kept as reserve for redemption oC 
notes, at the same time the amount of reserve was reduced to 25 per cent, of the capital. These amendments 
gave a strong impulse to the formation of new national banks, they sprang up so rapidly that the 
Government was now resolved to check this tendency, by puttining a limit to the amounts of notes the banks 
might issue, but they still kept on increasing from year to year, until at last the general depreciation of 
paper currency and the unnatural rise of price ensued as the inevitable consequences of the overissue of 
bank notes. When about 1878, the value of paper currency was further falling, and there seemed to be no 
end of it, the Government decided to make a radical reform in the banking system of the country, and 
after much deliberation this arduous task was commenced in 1882 by the creation of the Bank of Japan, 
aiming at the final replacement of the national bonk system by that of the cringle central bank of issue. 
In 1884, the Convertible Bank Notes Regulations were enacted by which the privilege of issuing notes was 
exclusively lodged in the hands of the Bank of Japan. Meanwhile, certain revisions and additions were 
introduced in the National Bank Regulations by Imperial Ordinance No. 14 of 1883, according to which the 
national banks were, on the expiration of their term of charter, to give up their privilege of issue, but 
might at their option continue the business as private banks ; besides proper measures were introduced to 
effect by degrees the redemption of their notes, so that there would be no notes left on the expiration of 
the term of charter of all national banks. Two laws were enacted for facilitating the change, one for the 
regulations for the settlement of national banks on the expiration of their term of charter (Law No. 7, 1896) 
and the other for the regulations for the special settlement of national banks prior to it. (Law No. 11, same

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year). The latter law induced many national banks to reorganise themselyes into private banks as so^ as 
possible, BO that only seven national bonks remained as snoh until the expiration of the term of their charter. 
The last closed its business as national bank in February 1901, and thus the change was completed sooner 
and easier than had been expected. 

THE BANK OF JAPAN. 

The Bank of Japan, the central bank of Japan, was founded in accordance with the Imperial Ordinance 
for the Bank of Japan (No. 32,1882) in form of a joint stock company. Its authorized capital was at first 
10,000,000 yen, but was twice increased making the present amount of 30,000,000 yen which is now fully paid up. 

This bank has the privilege to issue convertible bank notes on the security of gold or silver coins and 
bullion equal to the amount of the notes issued, and to issue further those notes on the security of 
Government bonds and Treasury bills, or other bonds or commercial bills of a reliable nature, within the 
limit of 120,000,000 yen (the amount w&<i limited to 85,000,000 yen before 1899, and to 70 million yen 
before 1890). 

The notes issued in excess of the said amount are subject to a (ax of 5 percent or more per annum of 
the amount of the same. 

The following lines of business are conducte<l by the Bank: — 

1. To discount or purchase Government bills, bills of exchange, commercial bills, etc.; 2. to buy or sell 
gold or silver bullion ; 3. to make loans on the security of gold or silver coins or bullion ; 4. to make collection 
of bills for banks, companies and merchants, who are regular customers ; 5. to receive deposits in current 
accounts and accept the custody of objects of value, such as gold, silver, other precious metals and documents ; 
6. to make advance in current accounts or loans for fixed periods upon the security of Government bonds, 
Enoheoquer bills or other bonds and shares guaranteed by the Government. 

In addition, the Bonk is entrusted with the management of the treasury fund. 

THE YOKOHAMA SPECIE BANK. 

The Yokohama Specie Bank was founded in 1808 with the authorized capital of 3,000,000 yen for 
furnishing financial facilities for the foreign trade of the country. It was at first supported by the 
Government in various directions, for instance the management of several million yen of the Treasury 
Beserve Fund was entrusted to the Bank, and thus an ample amount of capital was put at the disposal of 
the Bank for discounting foreign bills of exchange. In 1889, when the Bank of Japan was established, such 
kinds of support were withdrawn, and instead of them the Bank of Japan was engaged to rediscount foreign 
biUs of exchange upon the demand of the Sx)ecie Bank to an amount not exceeding 2C,CCC,CC0 yen a year at 
the rate of 2 per cent* In March 1887, a special ordinance for the Specie Bank was promulgated (Imperial 
Ordinance No. 26, 1887), and at the same time the capital was raised to 6,C00,CC0 yen. The consequent 
growth of its transactions necessitated the further increase of its capital to 12,CC0,CC0 yen in the same year. 
In 1899, the capital was again doubled making 24,000,000 yen of which 18,000,000 yen are now paid up. 

The following lines of business are transacted by the Bank: — 

1. Foreign exchange ; 2. inland exchange ; 3. loans ; 4. deposits of money and custody of objects of value ; 
5. discount and collection of bills of exchange, promissory notes and other cheques ; 6. exchange of coins, y 
The bank may nlso buy or sell public bonds, gold or silver bullions and foreign coins, if the condition of 
business demands it. The bank may also be entrusted with affairs bearing on foreign lonns and the 
management of public moneys for international account. 
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THE HYPOTHEC BANK OP JAPAN. 

The Hypothec Lank of Japan was founded in 1881 by Law No. 82 of the same year as a joint stock 
company of a capital of 10,000,000 yen under the special patronage and control of the Oovemment for the 
purpose of furnishing long-period loan at low rate of interest for improYement and development of 
agriculture and industry. It is to serve as the central organ of credit for agricultural and industrial 
enterprises of larger scale throughout the whole country, as Qgrioultural and indastrid banks of each 
prefecture are destined for local activity in the same branch of business. 

The chief lines of business transacted by the bank are as. follows :— 

To make loans on the security of immovable property, redeemable in annual instalments within a 
period of jiot more than fifty years ; to make loans on a similar security, redeemable at a fixed term within 
a period ot not more than five years, provided the total amount of such loans not exceeds one — tenth of 
the total amount of loans redeemable in annual instalments. (The amounts of loans mode on the security 
of any immovable property may not exceed two-thirds of the value thereof, as appraised by the bank); to 
make loans without security to Prefectures, Districts, Cities, Towns, and other public bodies organized by 
law; to take up the mortgage debentures of Agricultural and Industrial Banks; to accept the custody of gold 
and silver bullions and negotiable instruments. 

The bank is authorized, when at least one-fourth of its nouiinal capital is paid up, to issue mortgage 
debentures up to an amount not exceeding ten times its paid up capital, provided the amount of such 
debentures does not exceed the total amount of outstanding loans redeemable in annual instalments and tihe 
debentures of Agricultural and Industrial Banks in hand. These debentures shall be redeemed at least twice 
a year by means of drawings in proportion to the total amount of redemption of loans redeemable in 
annual instalments in the same year, and the debentures of Agricultural and Industrial Banks in hand. 
Besides for each issue of debentures, premiums of various amounts varying from ten to thousand yen are 
allotted to a certain number of the debentures determined by drawings. This is the single exception to the 
general prohibition of lottery or any lottery-like system, specially allowed to the Hypothec Bank, in order to 
attract smaller capitals to the subscription of its debentures. 

THE ABGICULTUBAL AND INDUSTRIAL BANKS. 

The Agricultural and Industrial Banks were established in accordance with the Law for the Agricultural 
and Industrial Banks (Law No. 84, 1886) as local organs of credit for the same object as that of the 
Hypothec Bank, each with a capital of twenty thousand yen or upwards. Each Bonk has as a general rule 
for its business district the whole port of the prefecture where it is established, each prefecture having one 
bank, but it is provided that if the circumstances require, a prefecture may be divided into two or more 
districts in respect of Agricultural and Industrial Banks by special Imperial Ordinance, which provision, 
however, is not as yet made use of. 

The following lines of business are transacted by these banks : — 

1^0 make loans on the security of immovable property, redeemable in annual -instahuents within a period 
of not more than thirty years; to make loans on a similar security, redeemable in a fixed term within a 
period of not more than five years, provided the total amount of such loans not exceeds on' -fifth of the 
total amount of loans redeemable in annual instalments. (Loans made on the security of any immovable 
property may not ^exceed two-thirds of the value thereof, as appraised by the banks); to make loans on the 
same conditions without seciiirity to Cities, Towns, Villages and other public bodies organized by law ; to 
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lunke loans withont security, redeemable in a lixecl term within a period of not more than five years to 
more than twenty persons combined with joint liability, who are engaged in agricnitnre or industry and 
whose reliability is recognized ; to receive fixed deposit, and accept the custody of gold and silver bullion and 
negotiable instruments. Besides, the banks may be entrusted with the receipt and disbursement of the 
public funds of prefectures. Each of those banks is authorized, when at least one-fourth of its capital is 
paid up, to issue mortgage debentures, to an amount not exceeding five times its paid up capital. Such, 
debentures may not, however, exceed the total amount of outstanding loans redeemable in annual 
instalments. The debentures shall be redeemed at least twice a year by means of drawings, in proportion to 
the amount of the redemption of the said loans. In accordahce with the provisions of the Law for 
supporting the Agricultural and Industrial Banks (Law No. 84, 1883), the Government gave over to the 
prefectures funds for subscription of the shares of Agricultural and Industrial Bankn. The amount of the 
said fund is limited by the law to the proportion of 70 yen per ICO cho* of taxed lands in each prefecture, 
excepting building sites, mineral spring lots and swamps, and the total amount assigned to efsch prefecture 
may, under no circumstances, be more than' 3,( (;c,('U) yen, nor it may exceed one-third of the paid up capital 
of each bank. 

T^E BANK FOR THE COLONISATION AND EXPLOITATION OF HOKKAIDO. 

The Bonk for the Colonisation and Exploitation of Hokkaido has for its object the promotion of 
enterprises of colonization and exploitation of Hokkaido, as is indicated by its name. It was eatablished by 
the Law of the Bank for the Colonisation and Exploitation of Hokkaido (Law No. 76, 1889) in form of a joint 
stock company with a capital of 3,0(}0,(U yen, and are allowed to transact the following lines of business : — 

To make loans redeemable in annual instalments w*ithin a period of not more than thirty years, or 
redeemable at a fixed term within a period of not more than five years, on the secnrity of immovable 
property; to moke loans against tlie pledge of shares and debentures issued by joint stoolc companies, the 
object of which is on the same line with the Bank, and to take up deventures of said companies np to an 
amount not exceeding one-fifth of the total sum of outstanding loans above mentioned ; to make loans or 
issue bills of exchange on the security of the ogiiculturol products in the island; to take up depodts; t<r 
accept the custody of objects ot value ; to malve loans without security redeemable in anntml instalments or 
at fixed period to Ku (district), Cho (town) and Son (village) where the Law of the Ko, Gho and Son of 
Hokkaido is in operation and other public bodies organized by law. This bank is authorized to issue 
mortgage debentures to an amount not exceeding five times its xmid up capital. The debentures, however, 
may not exceed the total amount of outstanding loans redeemable in annual instalments. The debentures 
shall be redeemed at least twice a year by means of drawings, in proportion to the total amount of 
repayment of said loans. 

In order to support the bank, the Government subscribed l,(;cr,( (.0 yen of its shares and for the first te^ 
years the dividends on these shares are to be addsd to the reserve fund of the bank. 

THE BANK OF FORMOSA. 

The Bank of Formosa was createil by the Law of the Bank of Formosa (Law No. 38, 1897) fer the 
purpose of promoting the economical development of the island. It is a joint stock company of a capital of 
five million yen^ and is endowed with the privilege of issuing bonk notes convertible in silver yen against the 
reserve of gold or silver «oins or bullion and GoTerument bonds, treasury bills, notes of the Bank o$ Jjapan,

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any other negotiable papers or commercial bills of reliable nature. The amount of notes not coyered by 
specie reserve is limited to 5,CC0,CC0 yen and may in no case exceed the amount of notes issaed against 
specie reserve. Notes issaed beyond this limit in case of emergency are subject to a tax of five per oent» 
or more per annum. The Government has Hubscribed one million yen of the shares of the bank and the- 
dividends accruing from these shares are added to the reserve fund of the bank for the first five years, for 
which period the Government is engaged not to transfer its shares. The Government has farther made an 
advance of 2,( (:C,( (;0 yen in silver to the bank with no interest, which are added to the specie reserve for 
bank notes issued. The following lines of business are transacted by this bank :— 

1. To discount bills of exchange and other commercial bills ; 2. exchange business ; 3. to collect bills for 
companies and merchants who are regular customers of the bank; 4. to make loans on the security of 
immovable or movable property of a reliable nature ; 5. to open current accounts ; 6. to accept the custody of 
objects of value, such as gold and silver coins, precious metals and documents ; 7. to buy or sell gold or 
silver bullion; 8. to act as agent for other banks. 



THE INDUSTRIAL BANK OF JAPAN. 

The Industrial Bank of Japan established in April of this year in accordance with the Latv of the 
Industrial Bank of Japan (Law No. 70, 19( ( ) promulgated in lOCO, is a joint stock company of a capital of 
10,000,000 yen, of which 2,5G0,0(K) yen are paid up. As the Hypothec Bank and the Agricultiu-ol and Industrial 
Banks are intended to furnish long and cheap loans on the security of immovable property for agricultoml 
and industrial enterprises, especially for the former, the Industrial Bank has for its special object to handle 
with bonds and shares of various kinds. It may be regarded as a kind of crWt mobilier, while the former 
are credits fenders with special forms and purposes. The business allowed to the bank by the law are : — 

1. to make loans against the pledge of public loan bonds, local loan bonds, companies' debentures and 
shares ; 2. to subscribe or take up public loan bonds, local loan bonds and companies' debentures ; 3. to accept 
deposit of money and custody of valuable objects; and 4. to transact various kinds of trust business with 
local loan bonds, companies' debentures and shares. 

Thus, loans without security or on the security of other than negotiable jxipers and discounts of bills are 
not within the scope of the bank's business. In order to enable it to obtain necessary amoont of capital 
for c£irrying out its object, the bank is lUso endowed with the privilege of issuing debentures to an amount 
of five times its paid up capital, which, however, may not exceed the total amount of advances mode by the 
bank, the local loan bonds and companies' debentures appropriated by it. Besides, for the first five yeara 
dividend of 5 per cent, of its paid up capital is guaranteed by the Government. 



The seven kinds of Banks above mentionevl, the Bank of Japan, the Yokohama Specie Bank, the 
Hyix>thec Bank, the Agricultural and Industrial Banks, the Bank for Colonization and Exploitation of 
Hokkaido, the Bank of Formosa and the Industrial Bank of Jax>an, are banks established under the special 
patronage of the Government each with some si)ecial object as is aientioned before under the head of each 
of these banks. While their branches of business are more or less limited corresponding to the object for 
which they are founded, they are all endoweil with some privilege") more or less lucrative, which may more 
than compensate the disadvantages of their limitetl sphere of action. At the same time they ore subject to 
the strict control of the Government, not only their statutes, but also particular cases of their action as ore 
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pointed out in the laws are Rabject to the special permission of the ^linister of Finance. Besides one or 
more special commissioners are appointed for each of these bonks to supervise the course of their business, 
and make report on it to the Minister. The governors, presidents and directors of these banks are either 
•directly appointed by the Government or approved by the latter after they are elected in the general meetings 
of tbe banks. 

OKDINARY BANKS. 

At the beginning of the Meiji era, there were no regulations so far as ordinary banks concerned, except that 
their establishment was subject to the special permission of the authoritien. Under such a system or want 
-of system, much inconvenience was felt by the Government in the way of the administrative control of 
those institutions, and the speady issue of the ordinary banks regulations was called for repeatedly, but this 
desire was long not fulfilled. It was in 1890, that the general regulations for trade companies were first 
•established through the promulgation of the Commercial Code, and the Laws for Ordinary Banks and for 
Savings Banks were also issued (Law Nos. 11 and 75, 189(1) which were to go into force simultaneously with 
the Commercial Code on 1st June, 1891, but the operation of the Code being twice postponed, the two laws 
were also not enforced. Subsequently after introducing certain amendments In the Commercial Code and its 
ISxecutive Law in 1892 their operation was announced to run from 1st July of the same year, and the two 
laws in question also came into force from the same date. By the new law, ordinary banks are put under 
the control of the Minister of Finance, the permission of the said minister being required for the 
•establishment of a new bank ; he is also empowered to order at any time investigations into the conditions o£ 
Ihe business and the property of the bank. Besides provisions ars made for the bTisinesa hours and holidays, 
the obligation of making report on business and the publication of property list and balance sheet in 
newspapers for each half year, etc. 

SAVINGS BANKS. 

According to the present law for Savings Banks which camo into force on 1st July, 1893, as is mentioned 
under the head of " Ordinary Banks," Savings Banks must be joint stock companies of a capital of more 
than 30,OGO yen. They may take up minor deposits from the general poblic on a compound interest system bat to 
prevent total unexpected loss for depositors, they have to consign to the Deposit Office national or local loan 
Iwnds bearing interest, corresponding in value to one-fourth of the deposits received, for which the depositors 
•concerned have a preferendal right. In cose, however, the national or local loon bonds consigned exceed in 
value one half of the capital of the bank consigning them, the excess may be replaced by commercial bills or 
other reliable shares and stocks of any con^pany. In other respects the regulations for ordinary banks apply 
Also to savings banks.

THE POSTAL SAYINGS. 



NOTE. 



The •postal savings system, introduced in April, 1875, has been practiced throughout the whole coontry 
since Decemher of the same year, the post offices acting at the same time as sayings deposit offices. 

The maximum and minimum amounts of the de]X)sit of one person are fixeil at 5( yen and lU sen 
xespectlTely. In oases the deposit exceeding that maximum, public ]oan bonds may purchased by the 
excess amount for the depositor's account, unless j^roper reduction is effected by the depositor himself. The 
rate of interest on the deposit is fixed from time to time by an imperial ordinance according to the 
conditions of the money market. Since the introduction of tbe post saTiugs system the lowest rate was 3.1 
I)er cent and the highest 7.2 per cent per annum. The present rate is 4.8 per cent.

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NOTE, 

POST, TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE. 

la 1871, the postal service after the .Enropean system wi^ introduced by the Government. In the next 

year the postal convention was concluded vnth the United States of America. I^iaoe^tben, 6on$tant efforts 

were made for the extension of the T)ostal service, and in 1875, it \rns deplded to mn mal} steamers to 

Shanghai and its neighbouring ports. In 1876, our post offices were established in China and C^rea. In the 

following year, we entered the international postal union. In 1878, the connection of the jmstal routes 

i 
throughout the whole country was almost complete, and the Postal Regulations amended in 1873 were again 

revised by Decree No. 59 of 1882. The main point of the revLqion was that the former system! o^ charging 

three different rates of postage for letters according to their destination was abolished, and the uniform rate 

of postage was established over the whole country. 

The telegraphic service was started as early as 1869, but no satisfoictory result ^nld be obtained at the 

commencement. About 1873, the service was considerably extended with the increase of telegraphic lineft. 

And the Rules for the Management of Telegraphs, and the Telegraph Regulations were enacted, which 

brought our telegraphic system to a certain degree of completeness* Still the ; management of foreign 

telegrams was entirely entrusted to the agents of the Grerit Northern Telegraphic Company, until in 

1878 the opening ceremony of the telegraphic service ;wa8 formally held, and at the same time, the 

arrangements were made for the' managemenb of foreign messages in our own telegraph offioes. In the 

following year, the Government entered tke international Telegraphic Union. ; In 1885, tHe Telegraph 

Regulations were revised and sin^e the following year, the; principle of uniting postal ,and telegraphic services 

> 

in the same office was adopted. The remairkable progress made sinpe that time iuay be seen in the table 

itself. ' ' • 

When the telephone service was to be introduced^ a great variojaoe of opin^ond prevailed about the 

■ I 

question whether it should be managed by the Government or be entrusted to the private enterprises, but, 
after a full consideration, it was decided by the Government to take the service ent^y into it^ own hand. 
The arragements being then znade in that sense, the Telephone Begulations were promulgated as the 
moisterial Ordinance No 7, of the Department of Communications in April, 1890, and in December of tbe 
flame year the telephone service was started in Tokyo and Yokohama, lind then in 1893 in Osaka and Kobe. 
At present, 21 cities and towns have their own system of telephone setvice. Besides, telephonic connection 
between Tokyo and Osaka, a distance of about 350 miles, was efEacted in V)00. '

The growth of the railway system of our; country dates from 1872,. wh^n the :Tokyo- Yokohama line, a' 



^stance of 18 miles, was constructed for the first time by the Government. Since then, the \ Government 
taflways were gradually extended,: so that at the end of the fiscal year 188^2—83 aj length of :(l4 miles of 
Government railway was completed and opened to traffic. In 18^ the first private railway company was 
established which constructed a line of some length , and managed it with considiarable sttocess. Not.lotig 
after, the private railway enterprise began to show a steady progress which led to the promulgation of the 
Private IKailway Regulations of 1887; From that time on; the state and private railways side'by side made a rapid 
progress, as may be seen in the table, but the latter in a greater speed than the former, for the total length 
of private linea is at present much longer than that of state lines.

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SHIPPING AND NAVIGATION, 

The paralyzing effects of the Testxiotions of foreign trade and interoonzBe with foreign oonntries in general 
daring the long period of the Shogon goTemment upon the sinritB of enterprise, so for as navigation 
concerned, were not wholly swept away with the ohange of policy nnder the new Imperial Govemment* 
flo that in the first years of Me^i, still a Tagae nneasiness seemed to preTail among the people in possessing 
ships of large sise, especially those of foreign type. About 18S9 and 1870 the Government made repeated 
announcement to the effect that not only any person might keep any nnmber of ships of foreign type, but 
also liberal protection should be afforded to him in his xindertaking. In 1872, the IHpponkoka YtXbin 
Eisen Kwoisha (Japan Mail Steamship Gempany) was oiganized, whieh was followed by the establishment 
of the Mitnbishi Kiaen Kwaisha (Mitsubishi Steamship Company), Eyodo Unyu Kwaisha (United Shipping 
Company) and Osaka Bhosen Kwaisha (Osaka Merchant Steamship Company), all of them supported by the 
subsidies of the GoTemment. In 1885, the Mitsubishi Eisen Kwaisha and the Eyodo Unyu Ewaisha after 
a desperate competition were united into one company under the title of Nippon Xiisen Ewaisha (Japan 
Mail Steamship Company), the greatest navigation company in Japan ever once. In March 1896, the 
Navigation Encouragement Law was promulgated (Law No. 15, 1896), which provides that any subject of 
Japan or any commercial company, the partners <t shareholders of which are Japanese suhjeets, engaging 
themselves in the conveyance of passengers or goods between the Empire and foreign countries, or between 
foreign ports, with their own vessels of 1,OCO tons or more registered in the shipjdng list of the Empire, 
shall be granted subsidies in proportion to the distances passed and the tonnage of vessels used for the 
lines concerned as is prescribed in the Law. At the same time the Shipbuilding ^ Encouragement Law was 
«naoted (Law No. 18, 1896), by which bounties are granted for the construction of vessels above 7C0 tons to 
any snbject of the Empire or any trade company engaged in shipbuilding undertaking, the portners or 
fiharebolders of which sue Japanese subjects. Since that time the shipping and shipbnilding trade made a 
rap:d4pi;ogre8s, especially after the wav of -189i — ^95. Not to mention the remarkable development of the 
coasting services and the s«Tvices to the neighbouring Asian ports, the Nippon YQsen Ewaisha started in 1897 
regular steamship services to Eurox)0 (Yokohama, Eobe, Shanghai, Hongkong, Singapore, Penang, Colombo, 
Sneas, Port Said, Marseilles, London, and London and Antwerp), America (Hongkong, Shanghai, Moji, Eobe, 
Yokohama, Victoria and Seatle), British India (Yokohama, Eobe, Moji, Hongkong, ^ngapore, Colombo and 
Bombay) and Australia (Yokohama, Eobe, Moji, Nagasaki, Hongkong, Manila, lliursdny Island, Townsville, 
. Brisbane, Sydney and Melbourne), the steamera on both the European and the American lines being now 
despatched once in two weeks, on the Bombay line once in four weeks, and on the Australian line once in 
a month. In 1898, the Tdy5 Eisen Ewasha was established, which combined with the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company and the Occidental and Oriental Steamship Company, main tains a regular asrvioe between Hongkong 
and San Francisco (Hongkong, Shoz^hai, Nagasaki, Hiogo. Yokohama, Honolulu and Son Francisco).

NOTE. 



As is well known, the Formosan island was acquired in IVIay 1895 by the treaty of Shimonoseki concluded 
with China in consequence of the war of 1894—95. Since the acquirement down to the end of March 1896 
the island stood under the military administration and all expenses for the administration were defmyed aa 
a port of the military expenditure. For the next fiscal year, from 1st April 1896 to 3l8t March 1897, the 
finance of the island was comprised in the general comptabilite of the central Government, but from the 
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FORMOSA.

next fiscal year on, a special comptabilitd is established for it, aiming at the final financial independence of the 
island. In the first years of the civil administration the state treasury had to subsidize yearly a sum of from 
6,( ( 0,OCO yen to 9,0CO,CCO yen but at present the subsidy is reduced to about 2,400,000 yen, while the ordinary 
revenue of the island is increased in the same period from about 2,000,000 yen to 13,000,000 yen. The principal 
sources of ordinary revenue are various public monopolies and undertakings (camphor, opium and salt monopoly, 
railway, post, telegraph, etc.), customs duties, taxes, stamp receipts, etc. coming next to them. The 
principal items of tax are land tax, tea tax, sugar (ax, etc. Extraordinary revenue consists for the greater part 
of the proceeds of public loans and the central Government's subsidies.
